War And The Good Ufe 


TTTHAT war has meant In the past is one thing; what future wars will 
W 
mean Is something entirely different. Will Irwln has brot this fact out 


with ghastly prominence in his book, "The Next War." 
, 


Past ware have meant the killing of boys in front line tranches. Future 


wars will be conducted on a wholesale plan in which the financial centers of 
nations sr.d groat masses of civilian populations In the world's greatest cities 
will for the first time occupy the center of the stage of slaughter . 


Henceforth when war la declared those who, in the past, have been ac- 


cufctomed to directing thn financial and strategic ends In safety from the rear 
will not only be legitimate targets, but the ones first attacked. Hereafter there 
will be no immunity from war. It will not be conducted in a retail way with 
certain elements of the population subject to destruction, but on a wholesale 
scale with civilians as well as soldiers and women and children as well as men 
as the victims. 


A writer in last week's Issue of The Freeman discusses whether the possi- 


bility cf thus carrying war to those who are primarily responsible for war will 
to any extent incline them to peace. He takes the negative view of this Ques- 
tion. He talked the problem over with a friend, an army officer and the views 
thus revealed are to say the least interesting. 
His military friend, among 


other things said: 


"That will be a front-line trench In the next war," and he nodded his head 


toward the towering island of Manhattan. "Wall Street and Threadneedle 
Street, as well as the House of Parliament and the Capitol Building, will be in 
the zone of operation within a few hours after war Is declared — maybe before 
that, lor the show is likely to begin without a declaration. No sensible Gen- 
eral Staff will bother about bombing and gassing a. few boys in an open field 
•when the financial and political centers of the enemy's country are within 
easy striking distance. 


"Of course, thousands, inaybe millions, of people who have neither helped 


to make the war nor enlisted to fight in it, will be blown off the earth at the 
very outset. I don't like that idea very much, but the thing that makes me 
hopeful is the prospect that the Imperialists and the politicians will go along 
•with the rest. If the war-makers once realize what is waiting for them, they 
may not be so anxious to make trouble. Anyhow, you had better read about 
gases and airplanes and" suchlike in Mr. Irwin's book on 'The Next War.' " 


We have followeS* our friend's excellent suggestion, and in the process 


of doing so we have encountered an astonishing array of hororrs, old and new. 
For instance, Mr. Irwln says that in the judgment of man-huniing chemists 
the American gas known as Lewisite is an "ideal killing gas" because it is in- 
visible, because it is heavy enough to settle into .dugouts and cellars, and be- 
cause it kills every living thing It touches. 


.When we come to consider the manner and spirit In which lethal gases 


may be used In the next war, we find Captain Bradner, Chief of Research for 
the United States Chemical Warfare Service, telling a congressional commit- 
tee that: 


"One plsjne carrying two tons of the liquid (a certain gas-generating com- 


pound) could cover an. area 100 feet wide and seven miles long, and could 
deposit enough material to kill every man In that area, by action on his skin." 


Still more Illuminating, perhaps, is a, statement which Mr. Irwln quotes 


from a public and official utterance by Major General B. D. Swinton of the 
British army: 


It has been rather our tendency up to the present to look upon warfare 


from the retail point of view — of killing men by fifties or hundreds or thou- 
sands. But when you speak of gas . . . you must remember that you are 
discussing a weapon which must be considered from the wholesale point of | 
view. 
[ 


This, of course, Is the point of view from which we are considering it; and 


In this connection we should like to mention one other Amaricau invention | 
to which Mr. Irwin makes reference — an apparatus for steering aeroplanes, 
flying without pilots, 'by wireless. This invention turns the airplane itself 
Into a projectile which may be loaded with a tremendous weight of explosive, 
or of gas-generating chemicals, and sent crashing down upon its target. 


Thus in addition to explosives which, In sufficient quantity, will level any 


city and open any fortification to gas, we have now a gas which will kill at a 
touch, and a means of depositing explosives and chemicals, in carload lots, in 
the heart of the enemy's country. Nor have we any reason to believe that any 
other civilized power is behind hand in these matters. 


Thus, when one takes "the wholesale point of view," one is Impressed 


•with the fact that New York, Washington and London might actually be de- 
stroyed, with all ther inhabitants, innocent and guilty alike, In the vory bo- 
ginning of a war between Great Britain and the United States. One sees this 
possibility, and one wonders whether, as our friend believes, it niala-s for 
peaoe. 


Leaving out of consideration the fact that the economic imperialists and 


their political backers will always have a bettor chance than the masses of the 
population can have, to escape from the danger-zone, we may ask If an actual 
increase in prospective pejll to the war makers would make thuni any iQsa 
energetic than thpy now are in the process of Imperial expansion. We have 
pondered this question for some little time, and we are convinced that it must 
be answered in the negative. We have two reasons for tills conviction. In the 
first place, we belike that the economic imperialist seldom or never has tho 
making oC wars as his objective. , 


What he wants is a sphere of influence, laid wide open to his exclusive ex- 


ploitation. When the natives resis.t^or some imperials or another natonalty 
encroaches upon the same sphere,, the governments, native and foreign, are 
called in, and an attempt is made to settle the matter by bluff and bullying. 
One peculiar iaot about governmental action in such a situation is that it in- 
volves the participation of all the individual human beings who live under 
these governments, whether 'he individuals happen to like it or not. Another 
peculiar fact is tht-i as, aoon us tro governments ami the peoples lieeomo in- 
volved war is a possibility. How f>\ <=>;-, the imperialist is not primarily inter- 
ested in war; he Is primarily int< re&ted in his concessions; and he knows that 
99 times out of 100 he can Ret ^hut he wants without a war. 


In the routine ordi r of exploitation he takes certain steps which lead. 


once in a long time, to armed u-nflict, but, generally speaking, his love of 
peace is second only to his ]r,vt. Of profits; and he Is not likely, in any par- 
ticular IneiAnc*, to give up bomething V.MV definite in tho way of proflts'in or- 
der to contribute something very indefinite (o the preservation of peace. 


W« do not take much stock, then, In the theory that particular individuals 


go systematically about the business of making particular wars. We believe 
that the Imperialists do every day the things that result only occasionally, but 
nevertheless inevitably, In war. We believe that th»y will Ko on doing these 
things just as lens as the profit is sure and immediate, while the peril ls un- 
certain. and remote. 


Our second reason for believing that the posslbllitv of the summary dp. 


stractlon of New York and Washington will r.ot cauae tho financial and po- 
litical Imperialists to diminish In the slightest degree the activities which may 
lead to war Is our d..ubt of the efficacy of fenr as ft check upon any positive 
human emotion or desire. Supposing each of onr Imperialists believed that 
each of his ventures involved the likelihood of war, and that war would in- 
evitably bring him Into personal danger, Is there the sliRhtest reason for be- 
lieving that under these conditions any considerable proportion of the ven 
tures wiuld be abandoned? We believe that there is none, for we can con- 
ceive of no peril that millions of men have not shown themselves willing to 
face quite jauntily during the last seven years of general martyrdom. 


After all. It sem» to be the desire for a good life, and not the fear of an 


awful death, that one must appeal to if one w«nts to get anything done In this 
*ortd. 
It is the desire for the (rood life. as they understand It, that sends the 


exploiters out exploiting; it was the desire for the good life, as they under 
stood It, that held Ba-busse's earth-charged heroes upright in the slime of the 
b*t tic field. H the masses ever make this de,Rlr« effective in time of peace' 
•gainst th» economic system that makes the good life Jmposglble for any 
larf* proportion of the people, they will at the same moment remove the 
menace of Thou* periodic conflicts which threaten to plunge the race itself

His correct name 
is Validlmar Iljetch Uljanov.

statesman ever had a name like that. 
Lonine's brother was hanged tor at- 
tempting to assassinate Alexander III. 
Lenine was an accomplice, but escap- 
ed conviction for lack of evidence. 
When the world war began he -was an 
exile at Cracow. When the czar was 
deposed, the Kcrensky government 
granted amnesty to all exiles both 
political and religious. 


Lenine then went to Switzerland 


and made a deal with German agents 
by means of which he was supplied 
with funds to organize a rebellion 
against the Kerensky government. 
By promising the soldiers peace witlv 
out further sacrifice Lenine succeeded 
in. overthrowing the new government 
and established the present regime. 
The war for freedom and national 
supremacy was changed to a class 
war. The generous terms granted to 
Germany in the Brest-LItovsk treaty 
is further proof of Lenine's treachery. 
The Bolahevic government having 
beer, established its leaders have ever 
since attempted to spread their crazy 
doctrines by sending agitators into 
other countries to create a class war.
